What's in 
your wallet? 

Not as much as there used to be, 
according to new report

WASHINGTON U.S. households saw their wealth decline by more than a 
third between 2005 and 2010 as home values and share prices plummeted, 
leaving many with weak safety nets to weather a harsh economic environ- 
ment. 

The median household net worth dove 35 percent to $66,740 in the 
five-year period, the Census Bureau said in a report Monday However, 
making comparisons with prior periods is difficult because of inflation 
adjustment issues. 

“The overall decline in net worth reflects drops in housing values and 
stock market indices,” Census Bureau economist Alfred Gottschalck said. 

The median household net worth, which is the value of assets minus 
debt, was $102,844 in 2005, in 2010 constant dollars. However, the me- 
dian household net worth excluding home equity increased 8 percent to 
$15,000 between 2009 and 2010. 

Federal Reserve data last week showed Americans suffered a record 
decline in wealth between 2007 and 2010, with median family net worth 
dropping 38 percent to $77,300. 

That decline was blamed on house prices, which have dropped sharply 
from their 2005 peak. 

Net worth provides a backstop for households during periods of eco- 
nomic uncertainty and family crisis. Declining wealth means that house- 
holds have had little resources to draw on during the recession and the 
economy’s lackluster recovery 

“If someone loses their job and they have high enough accumulated 
wealth they can use that to bridge the gap between losing their job and 
finding work again,” Gottschalck said. Here’s a closer look at the num- 
bers.

Chicago, home to bone-chilling lows and scorching 
highs, blustering winds and blinding rain, is no stranger to 
the all-weather fitness junkie. But this week, as tempera- 
tures are forecast to top 90 degrees through Thursday— 
with humidity readings that will make it feel hotter than 
100 degrees some days— hard-core runners and other ath- 
letes will really be put to the test. Whether those who still 
pound the pavement are committed fitness gods or just 
plain crazy all depends on your point of view. 

Bike messenger Luke Snobeck, 28, of Humboldt Park, 
can see the bright side of being out and about when the 
temperature approaches triple digits. At least it’s not win- 
ter, right? 

“I do prefer 70-degree weather, but the heat is favorable 
compared to what we could have,” Snobeck said. “The heat 
gives a little better workout with more sweat, as long as you 
keep drinking water.” 

But for Kerri Adams, 28, of Ravenswood, the idea of an 
extreme-heat workout is a bit ridiculous— especially when 
air conditioning is an option.

“If it is too humid, sweat cannot evaporate and this can 
prove dangerous, causing a heat injury, such as dehydration, 
heat cramps or heat stroke,” Olson said. 

When Kay Kay Clivio teaches her hot yoga class at Pure 
’Yoga in New ’York City, she likes to keep the room between 
95 and 100 degrees. 

“Heat has a healing, therapeutic aspect,” she said. “The 
hot room opens your muscles more and makes you more 
flexible.”

Google shocked by 
censorship requests 


Western governments, including the U.S., ap- 
pear to be stepping up efforts to censor In- 
ternet search results and YouTube videos, ac- 
cording to a “transparency report” released by 
Google. 

“It’s alarming not only because free expres- 
sion is at risk, but because some of these re- 
quests come from countries you might not 
suspect— Western democracies not typically 
associated with censorship,” Dorothy Chou, a 
senior policy analyst at Google, wrote in a blog 
post Sunday night. 

“For example, in the second half of last year, 
Spanish regulators asked us to remove 270 
search results that linked to blogs and articles in 
newspapers referencing individuals and public 
figures, including mayors and public prosecu- 
tors.” 


ABOUT THE REPORT 

The biannual transparency report, which in- 
cludes data to July 2009, also indicates a rise 
in world governments’ requests to take a look 
at the data Google collects about its users. 
And with those requests, Google tended to be 
much more likely to comply. 


In the last half of 2011, U.S. agencies asked 
Google to remove 6,192 individual pieces of 
content from its search results, blog posts or 
archives of online videos, according to the re- 
port. 

That’s up 718 percent compared with the 757 
such items U.S. agencies asked Google to re- 
move in the six months prior.

I can relate to Fiona 
Apple. I’m not say- 
ing we’re kindred 
spirits or anything. 
My voice sounds 
roughly like a base- 
ment full of cats. I’ve 
never been accused 
of having an eating 
disorder, and MTV 
didn’t ban a video of 
me writhing around 
in my underwear. 
But, as Apple will 
tell you on her new album out Tuesday, “every 
night is a fight with my brain.” 

This lady is desperate for relief— from 
herself. She’s desperate to open the flood- 
gates and move on to the next batch of 
emotions. It’s desperation recognizable to a 
writer— like, me, for example— attempting to 
spit out and piece together some intelligent 
thoughts about an emotional roller coaster of 
an album, which honestly left me in a bit of 
a haze after the first listen and continues to 
mind[bleep] me into couch comas, depend- 
ing on the day I give it another spin. 

Seven years after “Extraordinary Machine” 
mesmerized the fanbase built from the 1999 
hit album “When the Pawn .../’Apple, 34, has 
created her fourth full-length album, “The 
Idler Wheel is Wiser than the Driver of the 
Screw and Whipping Cords will Serve you 
More than Ropes will ever do.” The queen of 
uncomfortable ballads and anthems through- 
out the early ’00s doesn’t change strategy 
much on 10 new tracks, but she does remove 
what little restraint she had in the past to 
challenge fans and listeners more than ever. 

The result? A twisted, shameless-but- 


regretful display of how to simultaneously 
accept and reject every flaw and bad decision 
in your life. 

“The Idler Wheel ...” is like one gaping, 
permanent wound dressed up in a kitschy 
Band-Aid with birds on it. If you work really 
hard at not paying attention to the album’s 
extremely dark and hopeless lyrics, you 
might think it’s, dare I say, whimsical. Catchy 
Beautiful. 

The compositions and melodies, though 
layered over crushingly revealing lyrics, 
maintain a playful tone throughout the 
album— think bouncy pianos, marimbas, soft 
drum beats— and further drive home the 
titular idea that the line between sadness and 
madness often blurs. Apple wants you to feel 
uncomfortable with the level of vulnerability 
and brutal honesty she exhibits, especially in 
tracks like “Left Alone,” which opens with a 
toe-tapping jazz drum and piano sequence 
and transitions into a chugging piece about 
contradicting desires to be loved and, you 
guessed it, left alone: “I don’t cry when I’m 
sad anymore / How can I ask anyone to love 
me? / When all I do is beg to be left alone.” 

What specifically does she want? It’s hard 
to tell, but then again, Apple doesn’t really 
know either. She grasps for connection (“Val- 
entine”) and for companionship (‘Anything 
we Want”), like most of us ultimately do, but 
her truest desires seem to get torpedoed by 
her brain (“Every Single Night”). It doesn’t 
really sound all that “mad” or crazy or dif- 
ficult to relate to, does it? 

It’s ugly and emotional and uncomfortable. 
Apple isn’t the first female songwriter to let 
blood trickle into a song, but she is one of 
few to master the art of twisting her gorgeous 
looks, voice and arrangements with the beau- 
tiful sadness in her lyrics and her ugly feelings.
